The approval of the Deputy Director, Forward Markets 
Commission, under Sub-section (1) of Section 11 of the 
Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 of 1952), 
read with Notification of the Government of India, 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry No. S.O. 1162, dated 
the 4th May, 1960 has been obtained to the following 
amendments made to the Bye-laws of the Shri Grain 
Seeds & Oil Merchants’ Chamber Ltd., Latur. 

AMENDMENTS 

In the Bye-laws of the Chamber : — 

I. After Bye-law 110, the following new Bye-law shall 
be added as Bye-law 110A, viz. 

'T10A. Whenever it is considered expedient in the 
interest of the trade so to do, the Board or the 
Forward Markets Commission may require every 
member before entering into a hedge contract 
to obtain a declaration in the prescribed form 
from any or all of his clients indicating his true 
name, address, occupation, any other name or 
trading styles in which he trades and or the 
names of other members of the Chamber with 
whom he has traded. Copies of such declara- 
tions shall be filed with the Chamber immediately 
after the contracts ure entered into and the 
declarations together with documents pertaining 
to the contracts shall be open to inspection by 
the Chamber or the Commission.” 

II. After Bye-law 306, the following now Bye-law shall 
be added as Bye-law 306A, viz. : — 

"306A(a) If a non-member client fails to pay the 
amount of margin if any, prescribed under the 
Bye-laws in respect of contracts made with or 
through a member, the member concerned shall 
have the right to close the said contract at the 
market rate or at such rate or rates as may be 
fixed by the Board in this behalf, 

(b) When a non-member client has not paid the 
prescribed margin deposit, it shall be open to 
the Board to ask the member to square up the 
open position of the client in respect of which 
margin has not been paid, at such rate or rates 
as may be fixed by the Board,” 

III. Tn the official contract form for hedge contracts 
between member and non-member appended to the Bye- 
laws, 

(i) The following term shall be added after term 3, as 
terms 3A viz. : 

“3A. You shall have to give a declaration in writing 
in a form prescribed by the Board of Directors 
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of the Chamber indicating your true name, 
address, occupation, any other name or trading 
styles in which you trade and the names of other 
members of the Chamber with whom you have 
traded whenever such a form is prescribed by 
the Board.” 

(ii) For term 4. the following term shall be substituted 
viz. 

"4. If you fail to comply with any of the aforesaid 
terms or return to me/us duly signed the attached 
Confirmation note within three days from receipt 
hereof, I/We shall have the liberty to close the 
contract at the market rate or at the rate or 
rates fixed by the Board of Directors of the 
Shri Grain Seeds and Oil Merchants Chamber 
Ltd., in this behalf at your risk and on your 
account without consulting you.” 

In pursuance of the proviso to Sub-section (4) of 
Section 1 1 of the said Act, the Deputy Director, Forward 
Markets Commission, has dispensed with, in the interest 
of the trade, the condition of previous publication of the 
above amendments.
